Americanism and/or Catholicism 


Catholicism in America may soon be the hope of the world is 
the opinion expressed by Evelyn Waugh in an article entitled 
“The American Epoch in the Catholic Church.” (Life, Sept. 19). 


After a four month observation of Catholic communities in the 
United States Mr. Waugh derives two chief impressions concern- 


ing American faith: 


1. ‘There is as great variety there (in America) between the 
outward forms of Catholicism as can be found in 


2. “Catholicism is not something alien and opposed to the 


American spirit but an essential part of it.”’ 


Mr. Waugh acknowledges that enemies to 
are historically natural in the United States but believes that, 
despite its underprivileged handicap, the Church in America is to 
realize a lead position in the Church as a whole and in the world. 

He sees Catholicism as the renaissance of what “Americanism” 
should be. A neutral secular state, lacking the blueprint, of morals, 
social customs, and philosophy of life, could offer no foundation 


on which to build a “good life.’ 


Mr. Waugh recognizes American Catholic colleges as a work- 
shop of American ideals in their attempt to “transform 
tariat into a bourgeoisie: to Produce a faithful 
take its part in the general life of the nation.’

Visits 7 European Countries 


An audience with the Holy Father and visits to the shrines at 
Fatima and Lourdes were some of the highlights of the summer 
for Sister Mary Crescentia, B.V.M., dean, who, with her sister, 


Sister Mary Madelena, B.V.M., 


spent three months in Europe. 

Sister Mary Crescentia and Sister 
Mary Madelena sailed for Europe on 
the Queen Mary June 4 and flew back 
to the United States at the end of 
August. Their first six weeks abroad 
were spent on a tour of England, 
France, Spain, Portugal, Italy, Bel- 
gium and Holland. 

“We chose an appropriate day for 
our audience with the Holy Father.” 
Sister Mary Crescentia remarked. “It 
was July 4, a typical American day. 
My first impression of the Pope was 
that he was much younger than I had 
expected him to be. As he greeted me 
I was held by his penetrating yet 
friendly eyes and by his manner 
which made me aware of his genuine 
personal interest. After His Holiness 
had spoken with each one of us indi- 
vidually, we all knelt to receive his 
blessing.

The lovely natural grove 
in which the apparitions took place 
has been removed, the hills are being 
leveled and at the present time there 
is no grass, just a vast expanse of red 
clay. 

“In the center is a small frame 
building in which the shrine of the 
apparition is housed.

The new basilica occupies an inspir- 
ing site on a hill beyond the shrine of 
the apparition.
